On To The North! 


Whatever misgivings the people of Canada have had regarding the build- 
ing of the Eludson Bay Railway and the creation of a worthwhile port on the 
Bay are being rapidly dissipated as week after week announcement is made 
of conditions and discoveries and new developments in the vast area to be 
opened and served by the new route. 

In times past pessimistic opinions were held and views expressed relative 
to Canada’s future and ihe doubtful success of many Canadian enterprises. 
The prairie section of Canada would never, according to ofticlal reports to the 
British Government, be fit for agricultural settlement. Later, the construction 
of the C.P.R. was described as the apex Of folly,-—tt would not pay for axle 
grease. Still Jater, it was emphatically declared that wheat could net be 
successfully grown west of Moose Jaw. There was a time when the idea of 
making Montreal an ocean port was openly ridicuied, the world being asked 
to consider the impracticability of creating an ocean port hundreds of miles 
from the sea up a river frozen solid for many months of the year. 

But Western Canada has become the granary of the Empire and has 
made Canada the greatest wheat exporting country in the. world; hundreds 
of milllons of bushe!s are ralsed west of Moose Jaw; the C.P.R. is the greatest 
transportation system under one management in the world today; Montreal 
stands second only to New York as the chief port of the North American 
continent, 

And now that construction of the Iludson Bay Railway is being 
energetically proceeded with, enthusiasm and businesslike methods having 
‘ replaced former lukewarmness and decisions based on guesswork, the old 
opposition is dying away as step by step former fallacies and misconceptions 
are removed. So great has been the progress made in this direction that all 
political parties are outspoken in support.of and pledged to the project, thus 
removing it from the arena of partizan controversy. 

The railway has been completed to within approximately 150 miles of 
Churchill, and contracts have been let for this additional mileage. Work on 
the creation of an up-to-date, fully equipped port has commenced. ‘The con- 
tinuous aerial survey of the straits now in progress has already brought the 
Information, surprising to many doubting Thomases, that both Bay and 
Straits have remained free from ice for a much longer period than was 
formerly believed to bethe,case, sie 

Opponents of the Bay project always contended that navigation would 
be so perilous, and, as a consequence, insurance rates on boats and cargoes so 
high as to’ be prohibitive, that no shipping company would undertake to 
establish a service on such a route. But already a responsible steamship 


of a line of vessels operating in ‘and out of Churchill, while insurance 
authorities have announced that there is no reason why the rates of insur- |

As if these things were not in themselves sufficlent to Justify the 
expenditure on the road to the Bay, there comes official announcemént of the 
completion of arrangements hetween the Dominion Government, the Manitoba’ 
Government, and the wealthy Whitney interests of New York for the building 
of a branch line of railway from The Pas on the ILB. line to the Phin Ton ; 
mining area which will be a feeder to the Hudson Bay Railway and provide an | 
enormous and paying trafile. : 

This contract further involves the development of a great power plant at| 
White Mud Falls ‘near the-Hudson Bay line, the construction of a proper trans- 
mission line to the Flin Flon, and the establishment of great pulp mills, all 
of which will provide a huge volume of freight quite apart from the through | 
traffic to and from Churchill, This subsidiary expenditure is estimated to 
reach no less a sum than-fifty to sixty millions of dollars, and provides a 
extensive northern development which could not possibly be undertalen 
without the Hudson Bay Railway. 

And it is confidently predicted that this Is only a beginning, and that 
with the completion of the Hudson Bay Railway, and this new branch line 
fecder to it, there will follow a new era of exploration and prospecting that 
will result in wncovering as yet unknown sources of great mineral wealth. 

Canada in the past hag suffered the disadvantage of lacking depth 
commensurate with its great breadth. Development to the north in the next 
decade or two gives rich promise of removing that disadvantage.

Samples of Reward wheat from ex- 
perimental farms and stations in Mant- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta have 
shown an average protein content of 
17.52 per cent., regarded as remari- 
ably high for flour-making qualities. 
‘Other wheat varities, tested on a sim- 
flar scale, contained protecin.of from 
14.54 per cent. to 17.29 per cent. 

At the instance of the Dominion 
cerealist an analysis of a serles of 
wheats grown on 18 experimental 
farms and stations from Prince Ed 
‘ward Island to British Columbia has 
been made during the past year and 
4 copy of the Doininion chemist’s re- 


port has just been received in Regina. 
The series consisted of 165 sam- 
‘ples, comprising 45 varleties, all tak- 
‘en from the crop of the same year. 

Chief objects of this study were to 
ascertain varietal differences, chiefly 
in protein content, under the same 
environmental conditions, and also to 
‘find aut the influence of different en- 
‘vironmental conditions on the charac- 
ter of the grain of the same variety. 

Marquis and Garnet varieties, the 
most coinmonly sown in the West at 
present, came in fer much attention, 
Reward being still regarded by Ctta- 
wa authorities as an uncompleted ex: 
perlment. The results of these tests 
are not held conclusive by the Dormin- 
Jon chemist, who reports that they 
should be supplemented by thoso af a 
future series before their detailed con- 
sideration with a view to definite con- 
‘clusions, would be justified. 

Reward wheat showed a great con- 
sistency in protein ccntent in samples 
taken in Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 
Il. ranked highest among the 20 sam- 
ples taken/at Brandon, first -among 13 
surples from Scott and. first of 14 
sumples from Indian Head. It was a 
close second at Beavertodge and sec- 
ond too, at Morden. At Rosthern, 
Swift Current and Lethbridge, it rank- 
ed fourth. yw : 

A report from the Minnesota State 
Experimental Flour Mill at Minne- 
apolis, on Marquis ‘and Garnet wheats 
Sask., shows. these 
grains to have rich flour-malking quali- 
ties. These samples, were considered 
almost al‘ke and both were classed as 
“unquestionably strong” with excel- 
lent bread-making properties. The 
analysis of the wheat showed both -to 
contain less than 15 per cent. protein. 
Reward in early tests, has been shown 
to have much more than that.

Trees Act As Lightning Rods Says 
French Expert Of Wireless

destruction of forests, says Edouard 
Branley, France’s grand old man of 
wireless. 

“If there are no longer seasons,” 
he says, “deforestation is tho princl- 
pal, if indeed, alas, not the sole cause. 

“Trees on the heights with their 
pointed tips toward heaven and their 
roots deep in the damp ground, are 
notthing less than so many Ightning 
rods, constantly discharging into the 
earth the atmospheric electriclty and

in the clouds, an accumulation that 
would cause terrible storms. In wood- 
ed districts there was calm, but now 
that the woods are belng cut down 
there are constant hard’ storms.”

Weed Seeds In Seed Grain 


Great Care Should Be Exercised In 
Selection and Cleaning 
Every farmer is aware of the trou- 
ble and loss’ caused by weeds yet 
many farmers use poorly cleaned seed 
grain which is responsible for the in- 
troduction of. new weeds and .the in- 
crease of those already in the land. 
The Dominion Seed Branch has con- 
ducted as inquiry into this source of 
the spread of weeds and the results 
are summed up in a bulletin on 
“Weeds and Weed Seeds. The in: 
quiry elicited the fact that about 75 
per cent. of Canadian: farmers grow 
their ‘own seed grain. Most of — the 
grain purchased for seed is secured 
trom neighboring farmers, but consid- 
erable quantities are obtained from 
grain dealers and seed merchants. 
Analysis of samples collected shows 
that most of the grain sold for sced 
contains large numbers of— different 
kinds of weed seeds. Weed seeds are 
: prevalent in home ‘grown seed. It 


is therefore obvious that great care 
should be exercised in selection and 
cleaning. Some weed seeds are diffl- 
cult to separate but most of them may 
bo removed by a properly equipped 
and well operated fanning mill. When 
the fanning mill is poorly equipped or 
badly operated little. good is done by 
its use. The inquiry even showed 
that a considerable percentage of 
grain is sown direct from the thresh- 
er, with no cleansing whatever. The 
bulletin, which contains descriptions 
and methods of control of a large num- 
ber of weeds, may be obtained from 
the Publications Branch, Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa.

Feeding Swine In Sheds 


Expensive and Warm Housing Not 
necessary In the Winter Time 
Yorkshire and Berkshire pigs were 
used in an investigation carried on at 
the Central Experimental Farm with 
the primary object of determining the 
advisability of feeding pigs in single- 
boarded sheds, each pen _ provided 
a a warm enclosed sleeping berth, 
and with outside runs accessible at all 
times, as contrasted with feeding in 
a more expensive type of building. 
E results of the investigation show 


that comparatively expensivo ° and 
warm piggeries are not a necessity in 
winter swine-feeding. The pigs fed ‘un- 
der the colder conditions, as would be 
expected, consumed slightly more feed 
than those in the warmer building, 
but they were healthier. The Berk- 
shires appeared to make rather more 
economical gains than the Yorkshires 
under the shed-feeding method, as tha 
former breed requires more exercise 
under fairly heavy winter feedinb con- 
ditions. Another observation made dur- 
ing the experiment was that seiml-solid 
buttermilk does not prove economical 
as a substitute for skim-milk or ordin- 
ary buttermilk.

It is to Canada’s advantage to pre- 
serve Its Eskimo population, in the 
opinion of the speaker. He called. it 
bad morals and bad business to neg: 
lect them. Great areas in the uorth- 
west awaited development, and. this 
could not be done to the advantage 
of Canada without the aid of the Is- 
kimo. 

It was pointed out that one-third of 
the -total area of Canada lies in the 
Northwest Territories, that section 
comprising 1,300,000 miles of the Do- 
nuinion’s 3,800,000 miles. This was 
the natural habitat and home of the 
Eskimo. Its commercial future 
seemed assured, as it offered minerals, 
furs, and a territory. splendidly adapt- 
nble for reindeer development. 

As samples of exploitation of the 
territory, Capt. Munn cited the grad- 
ual extermination of the caribou and 
wild life.

’ Teaching Hatred Of Britain 


Reds Spending Unlimited Funds In 
China Says General Sutton 

“The whole of Mongolia is now in the 

hands of the Bolsheviks and they are 


sending hundreds of agents supplied | 


with unlimited funds into Southern 
China with the idea of raising hatred 
against Great Britain,” General IF. A. 
Sutton, picturesque soldier of fortuie 
and promoter, told the Ottawa branch 
of the Engluecering Institute of Can- 
ada. 

The man, who for six years was 
military adviser to Marshal Chang 
Tso-Lin, head of the Pekin govérn- 
ment, declared that he had seen or- 
ders from the Moscow government, 
‘“direclly advocating wholesale mur- 
der to stir up anti-British feeling.” 

According to General Sutton, 99 per 
cent. of the people of China were 
hopelessly poverty stricken. ‘he tr- 
gent necessity of getting something 
jto eat was the main consideration of 
the bulk of the population. 

General Sutton thought ihe main 
source of trouble in China as it, af 
fected Great Britain was in Britain's 
lack of a strong policy. To a great 
degree the fact that practically the 
whole of Southern China was now 
pure Bolshevik came as a result of 
this policy, he declared. 


New Ruling For Settlers 


Will Receive Medical Certificates 
Before Leaving For Canada 

Interviewed in London on the re 
cently “announced intention of the 
Canadian Government to establish in 
Great Britain, Canadian medical ofli- 
cers for examination of intending set- 
tlers for the Dominion, Sir George 
McLaren Brown, European

Important Discovery Made By German 
Professor 

A new alloy said to be three times 
as strong as iron, and as light as alu- 
minum, has been brought to this 
country by its inventor, Dr. .Max 
Wurmbach professor of metallurgy at 
the University of Munich.

With the aibee of the first six months of 1925, financial and commercial 


publications in Canada have been taking stock of the. business situation. 


throughout the Dominion. The conclusions reached by them as the result 
of careful surveys is that present. conditions are better and prospects for the 
jinmediate future more promising than for some years past. Tlris is es-" 
pecially true in regard to agricultur e, and, as the West has alw ays contend- 
ed, a betterment in the farming outlook has a direct beneficial Cffect on man- 
wacturing and all business. 

Although actual returns‘ from the farms are problematical until the. crops 
are harvested, and it is never safe to closely estimate yields of grain and fleld 
crops until they are finally removed from all’ vagaries-of weather, plant dis- 
eases and pests, the fact remains that at the. end of June prospects through- 


©. oul. Canada, and especially in the Western Provinces, were .better than for 


many years and, in the absence of widospr ead and extremely adverse condi- 
lions before harvest, the outlook is for’one of the bést and most eotet 
crops In ten years.

We cannot grow 
strong and wealthy by merely trading with ourselves; that is too much a case 
of trying to lift oneself by the’ boot straps.

Paul 
noticed the cripple’s eager attention in 
his words, and believing that the man 
had faith to be made whole, he said 
to him, “Stand upright on thy, feet.” 
Another manuscript (the Codex Bezz) 
reads, “In the name of Jesus Christ 
I bid thee rise and walk.” “-This was 
just what the man had never been 
able to do.

Current System 


Canadian National Telegraph First To 
Introduce System Into Canada 

The ‘official opening of the “Carrier 
current” system by the Canadian Na- 
tional Telegraphs, on Wednesday, 
November 9th, marks the completion 
of the second link of the installation 
from Montreal to Vancouver, of the 
“carrier” system. The first link, that 
from Toronto to Montreal, was put in- 
to active service on April 26, and the 
system will be extended to Vancouver 
as rapidly as possible. When it is 
completed, Montreal, Toronto, Winnl- 
peg, Saskatoon, and Vancouver will be 
so arranged that, by operating a few 
switches, it will be possible to make 
any or all of these stations terminais, 
and, therefore, to transmit messuges 
to any or all of them. 

The Toronto-to-Winnipeg link of the 
“carrier current” system {is the long: 
est single section 6f “carrier” now in 
operation, comprising as it does seven 
repeater stations. These stations are 
located at Parry Sound, Caprcol, Mole- 
yet, Hornepayne, Jellicoe, Port Arthur, 
and Fort Frances, and the * system 
provides ten two-way “carrier” tele- 
graph channels, two composite Morse 
direct current telegraph circuits, and 
a long-distance telephone circuit, 

The telephone circuit has the dis- 
tinction of being the pioneer Hne in 


linking Eastern with Western Canada 


by direct wire. It 1s not for commer- 
cial purposes, but is of extreme im- 
portance to the Canadian National 
Railways, supplying as it does faclii- 
ties for the transaction of executive 
railway business. ‘Thus, the telephone 
circuit will fill a long felt want in pro- 
viding executive officers with a mesons 
of prompt communication with  ofli- 
cials of the Western Region, by afford- 
ing a direct connection between Win- 
nipeg and headquarters at Montreal, 
and the Central Region headquarters 
at Toronto. 

The development of the “carrier” 
system has only recently, within a per- 
jod of approximately the last five 
years, reached a point where it is of 
yalue in commercial use; and while 
the Canadian Natlonal Telegraphs is 
the first to introduce it into Canada, 
as a commercial medlum for the des- 
patch of telegraphic messages, the 
system has been in operation in the 
United States and Furope, and in the 
province of Alberta where its use was 
restricted to telephone purpases only. 
In no case, however, have these pre- 
vious systems reached the vast mile- 
age which will mark the comp'etion of 
the ‘Canadian National ‘lelegraphs 
System. © 

One of the features of the “carrier 

current” is its virtual immunity from 
Aurora Borealis or “earth currents” 
and it therefore insures a continuity 
of communication which physica Plines 
do not when “earth current” storms 
are encountered. A recent demonstra- 
tion of this fact took place on October 
12 and 13, when earth current disturb- 
ances affected all communicating com- 
panies. While the, Canadian National 
“carrier current’ system was nol 
completed, it was thrown into tem- 
porary service and provided facilities 
over which the Canadian National 
Telegraphs was able to operate two 
automatic multiplex and eight Morse 
circuits on the one pair of wires. ‘The 
earth currents, which amounted to 200 
milliamperes, completely tied up al) 
physical wires; but the “carrier” sys- 
tem worked throughout with absolute- 
ly no distortion to the telegraph sig- 
nals, : 
The capacity of the system Is limit- 
ed to ten two-way “carrier” telegraph 
channels, providing full duplex opera- 
{ion between the terminals by Morse 
or each channel may be equipped with 
automatic printing multiplex equlp- 
ment, capable of transmitting eight 
messages simultaneously, four in cach 
direction. By the use of the multi 
plex, it is‘possible to transmit a total 
of elghty messages simultaneously 
over the one pair of line wires.

Certified Pilots 

Oxford undergraduates are taking 

to aviation and there are more than 

75 certified pilots in the student body. 

As a result of thelr activity in the uni- 

versily the government has, assigned 


four aeroplanes to the Oxford air 


squadron, Seventy-five more under- 
graduates are now receiving air train- 
ing in these machines. 

The preliminary ground training is 
carried on within Oxford, where stu- 
dents have access to five aeroplane 
engines and a full outlay of aeroplane 
parts. The students then go to a 
Royal Alr Force station nearby for 
their flying experience. 

To stimulate flying, university au- 
thorilies are permitting aviation dur- 
ing school time.

Death Daily: Durlng War 
- At Lillo there was unvelled one of 
the war's most fitting monuments. It 
was to a woman of Lille, Louisa de 
Butignies, who as bravely as any 501- 
dier on the battlefield laid down her 
life for her country.
